TRANS-PACIFIC. PROBABLY.

wrote back to say that their Excelloncics : 


should be obeyed, but as their Excellencies 
had forbidden fighting in the town, would they 
ray where the tighting might take place. .The 
two captuins selécted a position which would do 
for military. operations. with rivers, hills, and 
everything in its proper place, They then‘ 
carefully drew up the order of procecitings 
The battle was fought under their regulations, 
and when the Government was defeated and 
withdrew to the town. figgs were hoisted to 
signal that tha referees were required. ‘The 


two cuptaing then arranged that the leaders of [ 


the Government might be escorted ont of tho 
country,” concluded Lord Selborne amid laugh- 
tor, “us it might hea dangerous precedent for 
future revolutions. if. they were shot;” and 
having established order, withdrow to the 
ordinury routine of their duties.”

PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 


AT THE NATIONAL CONVENTIONS, 

At is eafe to assert, says thy Springfield 
Republican, tho! the thought and. conscience 
bost reprosentative of intollectual and moral 
leaderehip in the Unitrd States holds to-day 
that tho policy which worked so admirably in 
Cuba onght to be applied to the Philippiaes—not 
hastily or rashly, tut under direct pledge, and 
in sach wise way as the presont purpoe to 
accomplish the result will open. 

There is nothing to affright or repel in the 
proposition that “ we, members of all politica! 
partis, joinin urging’ upon the approaching 
national conventions the adoption of resolulions 
pledging to the people of the Philippine Islands 
their altimate national independonce upon 
terms similar to those offered to Cuba.” Unless 
one holde t!e un-American doctring that those 
peopls are to be heldas subjects of the United 
States, there is nothing to affiight oy repel in 
the atove programa, It is simple, plaia 
daiy. Jt redaces to ua lonst promisa that 
which has been held ont in sbadowy bope. 
‘Phere is involved in it {air play and statosman- 
abip and national lioncur—the forces which 
bronght peace in Cuba, and lifted onr motives 
there above suspicion, and begot friendship and 
not sntlen discontent. 

The unfaith of Secretary Taft in the effica Ly 
of republican principl-s is not shared. 
by thoss Americans whese intellectuil and 
moral leadership must be admitted. In the 
religious workl Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimo-o 
and Archbishops Farley of New York aud Ryan 
of Philadelphia bare signe! the above appeal.

FOOD VALUE OF RICK. 


Ses ie ee 

The Louisiane Planter writes: In yiew of 
tho gradually incroasing amount of: capital 
which in being invested cach, year in the rice 
fields of Louisiana and Texas, and the almost 
limitless commercial expansion which that 
industry holils out to the rive interests of this 
country, tho question of the preparation of the 
cereal by the mills huy now become a problom of 
importanee. ‘The rice of commerce of the 
United States ix milled by modern machinery, 
the hulls being removed by rapidly revolving 
mill-gtones, and separated from the grains by 
sorcens and blowers, Other hullera remove the 
smaller, particles, and the flour’ and bran are 
sepurated. Then comes the polishing of the 
rice, which gives it a fine, glossy lustre or pearly 
appearance, and mukes.it sell at a higher price 
on themarket. This process, however. is really 
detrimental to the grain oso food product. It 
lessens thouutritive valueby removing four-fifth. 
of the essential oils and flavonr besides 25 to 30 
per cont, of the framo-bnilting material. All 
the nations which uso rico as a standard of 
food, aud this includes wore than balf tho 
people of the earth, use it without polishing, go 
as to retain all the flavour and the nutrients, 
The effects of wrice diet on the Japanoso and 
Chinese is reflected in their great enorgy anit 
endurance. They ure peoples of strong nerves. 
equable temper and wonderful physical vigour 
They have ouorgy without irritation, und per- 
soverance without periodic collapse. When it 
is convidered that ono-half of all the amounts 
paid for Jaman lahour, are expended for food. 
aud thal any inerease in nutritive values for 
money expended would aggrezute millions of 
Aollars,, the importance of bringing before the 
Public the chief characteristics of rice may he 
bettor understoot. - Rice possesses healing and 
Curative proportios to a gronter degreo than any 
othor coreal, owing chiefly to its digestibilily and 
nerve building qualities, rice dict being known to 
be of the greatest conceivable assistance to nature, 
restoring the system from the ravages of 
dyspepsia, indigestion und their various uttend- 
ing evily, The absence of such diseases in 
counties where rico is the principal article 
of food spouks for itsvlf.. 

How {0 secure the most perfect uutrilion is 
an important problem. With proper nutrition 
the human system will right itself under attacks 
of diseases, and normal conditions will soon be 
restored. For economy, for health and for 
vigour thoro niust be a proper ratio between 
the frame-builling and energy-produciag con’ 
stituents of food. Aso rule, foods are relected 
for tho guatification of the taste, rather than 
for the valuuble nutrients they possess. “The 
chief sources of energy are the fats and the 
carbo-hydvates, Each particle of fat has two 
and one-half times as mach concentrated heat ay 
& particle of carbo-hydrate, and hence produca 
in the system when oxidized groat intensity of 
leat, Jike the burning of oil undor a boiler. 
ete food ecnitaining considerable oil isudupted 
to extreme cold countries and to persons engaged 
iu hard museular labour, but for warm climates, 
for the summer in eold climates, or for persons 
engaged in light lubour or in sedyntary pursuits 
in auy climate, the fats are suitable food only 
in a limited quantity; the energy should be 
mainly dexived from tho carbo-hydrates. 

Tho general introduction of machinery has 
groatly increased the number of persuns who 
live by moderate exercise, hence there should be 
& decrease in the consumption of fats. Now 
compare the nutrients in the following standard 
foods :-— ‘

It will be noted that rice is the Iowest in the 
list in fatsand higrhestin carho-hydrates, . Polish- 
ed or common commercial rice is deficient in 
“ats, in flavourand in protein, bat the ease and 
rapidity with which it is digested makes it a 
most excellent food to be used with lean meat 
and leguminous plants und seods to make a 
balanced ration, It hasa large.umount of latent 
force, which is converted into human energy. 
with less tax on the system than any other 
cereal, Its vory lack of flavour is an advantage 
asa food auxiliary to lean meat, because it will 
absorb tho flavour of its associated food. ‘Hence 
it is superlative food for impaired digestion and 
for genoral auxiliary uses, but us a principal 
food it has never obtained a standing among the 
American people, due to'ihe defects named, in- 
sufficient fats, flavour and protein. 


THE MINERAL WEALTH OF 
SAGHALIEN. 


According to an article in the St. Petersburger 
Zeitung, coal is knuwn to exist throughout 
almost the whole of the island of Saghalion, 
buialthongh indications show that these deposits 
contain very large supplies of coal, no thorough 
investigations have yet baen mado except in the 
case of deposits which existin the neighbunvhood 
of Alexandrovsk, which have bven somowhat 
carefully examined and are now partly being 
worked. Coat is now minedat four points; two of 
these are found within the convict distriot, whilst: 
the other two belong to Messrs, Makowski 
& Co. Altogether about 150,600 tons of coal 
were faken out during the last three years, Tho 
gauses for the small quantity obtained ara te be 
found in the Ieck of means of conveyanee, and 
4 o-tuct that Jitt’e attention has been paid to 
the mineral wealth -of Saghalies. No railway 
com munication exists with the coast, ond no 
harbour has yet been built on the coast where 
sh ps may load coal withcut difficulty in any 
stale of weather. . In addition to coal, several 
classes of mineral product« ars known to exist, 
e.9., vou, copper, naphtha, &e., but no thorough 
investigation of these his yet beon made.

I and o party of friends visited Kowloon, 
and aftera walk called at the Queen's Hotel 
for dinner ; I may mention that we wero ovory 
one of fs abstainers, The waiter asked us if 
Wo wero officers—we wear the peak cap and 
double-breasted uniform. On onr telling him 
that wo were not, he said that we could not be 
sorvel, as we were in wniform., We asked to gee 
the’ proprietor, and when he arrived he told us 
thot he was very sorry, but that his rulo was 
not toxerve anybody ‘in uniform. We asked 
him if it was only the uniform he objected to, 
and he said yes.

THE SHANGHAT COLLISION.

Writing in the Manchester Quardian last 
month, a correspondent refers to the Trado- 
marks clause. (Article 7) of our treaty with 
China, September, 1902, aud says:~—It was 
reassuring to know that the question of trade- 
marks was to be considered, although ‘the. 
worting of the article did not afford the 
promises of anything very offective to those 
who were in touch with the China trade and 
knew the difficulties of the cuse. It is more 
thon u year and a half since the trenty was 
signed and eight months since it was ratified 
but as yet no definite arrangements have been 
made to secnre the effectual protection of trade- 
marks, ‘The Foreign Office hus several times 
beon asked for information on the subject, and 
the Shanghei General Chamber of Commerce 
has written to the Doputy. Inspector-General 
of Customs at that port. Imt the only answer 
obtainable is that “the system will. be put 
inte effect without unnecedsary delay.” Our 
Manchestor Chamber of Commerce, which 
ought to have been interested in this matter, 
has shown itself to be curiously. unpractical, in } 
spite of the fact that it had within its reach 
information of the .best ond must 
character. :

goes, may be of service. But the chief trouble 
that afflicts us in the matter of tradeamarks in 
the China market is not touched hy these 
provisions. When the merchant of another 

uationality imports goods into China and 
shamefully stamps “his importations with marks 

which are exact or very close copies of marks 

carried by British goods the reputation of whieh 

he is trying to trade upon, what .remedy is 
there? With dificulty an injured party may 

bring ‘the defuulter up before his (the do- 

faulter's) own consuJ, but that is of little or no 
practical avail. Nor can the Chinese authorities 
take action, because no Western nation will at 
present agree to have its subjects tried in a 

Chinese court.» There seems to be but one natural 

solution of this problem—a mixed court might 

be established. The various nationalities could 
elect representatives to it. The court might mect 
periodically, say ot Tientsin and Shanghai, and 

its decisions should be finul. This court! could 

co-operate-with the Chinese “court in cases 

where Chinese subjects were alxo involved. 

By arecent mailwe have received the details 
of certain recommendations made by Sit Robert 


_| Burt, the Inspector-Genetal of Customs to the 


Imperial Chinese. Government, on the question 
of the registration of trade-marks. We. must 
bear in mind that these recommendations, 
although put forward by au Englishmen, are 
not those of a British official, and that he deals 
specifically with trade-mark registration, and 
not with the question of the effective protection 
of marks. He suggests the establishment of 
registration offices at Tientsin and Shanghai, 
with the Commissioners of Customs as regis- 
trars. He proposes that there shall be three 
‘designations. of — trade marks—(1) “ Foreign 
mark,” i.o., a trade-mark already registered by a 
foreign morchant abroad; (2) “spacial mark,” 
ie. a trade-mark not registered abroud but used 
on piecegooils imported and on goods purchased 
in China; and (3) “Chinese mark,” ie. a 
trade-mark registered by a Chinese merchant, 
Ifa foreign merchant has uot registered - his 
trade-mark abroad he must append to. his 
application for registration 2 declarution to the 
effect that the said trade-mark has never before 
been nsed by any other merchant. The regis 
tration is to be for twenty years, ut the end of 
which period it may be renewed. A Chinese 
merchant mnst. make a similar declaration when | 
applying for registration of a mark. Reyistra- 
tion is to be refused in the case of similarity 
whereby opportunities for fraud can be made. 
It would appear that registration is not to he 
given to marks used hofore the establishment of 
the registry office. This surely is amistake and 
an injustice to long-established marks. A 
declaration is, we gather, to be made as to the 
goods upon which a givon-mark is to be used.
